stone,  the  architects  will 
harmonize  the  new  building  with 
the  others  on  campus. 

Serving  as  architect  for  the 
building  is  the  firm  of  Central 
Utah  Architects  Associated.  This 
firm  also  designed  the  Life 
Science  Building. 

The  new  building's 
specifications  call  for 
approximately  6 large  offices  for 
department  chairmen,  12 
secretarial  pools  and  80  faculty 
and  other  executive  offices.  In 
addition  there  will  be  two  seminar 
rooms,  two  statistics  laboratories, 
a conference  room,  five  lecture 


rooms  for  20  students,  25 
classrooms  for  40  students,  six 
faculty  study  rooms,  audio  visual 
equipment  rooms,  master  control 
booth,  storage  areas  and  other 
features. 

The  giant  BYU  computer  will 
be  moved  into  the  new  building. 
Presently  the  computer  serves  as  a 
laboratory  for  47  departments. 
About  46  per  cent  of  its  time  is 
assigned  to  administrative  work, 
29  per  cent  to  student  training,  19 
per  cent  to  faculty  and  graduate 
research,  four  per  cent  to  work 
for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  two  per 
cent  to  commercial  contracts.

A proposed  new  advisement  program  was  the  main  feature  of 
discussion  at  Monday’s  Executive  Council  meeting. 

A student  group,  headed  by  Kim  Cameron,  took  it  upon  themselves 
to  investigate  the  counseling  problem.  From  their  research,  they  have 
developed  a new  program  which  they  presented  to  the  Council. 

Under  this  program,  each  of  the 


Rep.  Burton 
May  Compete 
For  Senate 

Rep.  Laurence  J.  Burton 
(R-Utah)  said  Monday  he  will 
make  an  announcement  in  “two 
or  three  weeks”  as  to  whether  he 
will  seek  Democratic  Sen.  Frank 
Moss’  seat  in  the  1970  general 
elections. 

Speaking  to  a BYU  journalism 
class  by  telephone  from  his 
Washington  home.  Burton  said  his 
dedision  would  hinge  upon 
financing  and  other  key  factors, 
and  that  he  “would  not  go  into 
the  campaign  to  lose.” 

“I’m  not  trying  to  be  cozy  or 
coy,”  he  said,  “but  I’m  not  ready 
to  announce  yet.” 

“There  are  a good  many  people 
who  want  me  to  announce,”  he 
said,  “but  it’s  Laurence  J.  Burton 
whose  neck  is  the  one  on  the 
line  . . . whose  reputation  and 
name  will  be  up  for  grabs.” 

Many  of  the  state’s  Republicans 
feel  Burton,  who  has  served 
several  terms  for  the  First 
Congressional  District,  is  the  only 
man  who  can  unseat  the  popular 
Moss,  who  has  been  in  the  U.S. 
Senate  since  1958. 

“If  I go  into  it,  it  will  be  a 
tougher  campaign  than  I’ve  ever 
been  in  before,  and  I can  assure 
you  that  it  will  be  the  toughest 
campaign  Sen.  Moss  has  ever 
had,”  he  stated. 

Burton  also  felt  that  one  of  the 
key  issues  in  the  coming  elections 
will  be  that  of  water  and  air 
pollution.  “I  am  concerned;  I 
think  everyone  is,”  the 
congressman  stated. 


13  colleges  would  set  up  an 
Advisement  Center  in  a special 
office.  The  Center  would  be  open 
daily  and  be  staffed  by  paid 
graduate  students  and  seniors  who 
have  obtained  their  education  at 
BYU. 

The  student  adviser  would  be 
trained  by  the  Office  of 
Admissions  and  Records  and 
would  advise  only  in  his  own 
department.  Students  would  still 
be  able  to  reach  faculty  members 
when  they  wanted  to  however,  as 
the  Center  would  schedule 
appointments  for  whoever  wanted 
them. 

Still  Faculty  Advisers 

“We  don’t  want  to  eliminate 
faculty  advisors,”  Kim  said,  “but 
we  would  like  to  take  a load  off 
of  the  advisers  and  eliminate  red 
tape  for  the  student.” 

He  noted  that  the  proposal  has 
received  support  from  the  Dean  of 
Admissions  and  Records,  William 
Siddoway,  who  said  that  he  would 
help  train  advisers. 

After  some  discussion,  the 
Executive  Council  passed 
unaminously  a statement  of 
support  for  the  proposal,  which 
called  for  its  adoption  for  the  fall 
of  1970.  Cameron  will  now  take 
his  program  before  the 
administration. 

Also  passed  was  a statement  by 
the  Council  which  Ken  Kartchner 
and  Vice-President  of  Finance, 
Bill  Hepworth,  will  present  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Student 
Publications  Board. 

A Campus  Paper 

The  statement  urges  the  Board 
to  keep  THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE 
primarily  a campus  paper,  in  that 
its  main  responsibility  is  to

One  of  the  others,  Francis 
Gonzales  Wood,  26,  of  Tucson, 
said  Monday  he  would  file  false 
arrest  charges  against  Tucson 
police  following  the  hearing. 

“I  wasn’t  near  the  University  of 
Arizona  the  entire  past  week,”  he 
said.

those  people  in  the  campus 
community  and  when  it  provides 
a supervised  outlet  for  student 
and  faculty  creative  writing.”

The  Council  did  feel  that  THE 
UNIVERSE  has  been  doing  its  job 
on  the  whole,  but  that  in  some 
instances-such  as  a recent  column 
on  the  FCC  — newspaper  space 
could  have  been  put  to  better  use. 

Other  issues,  such  as  financial 
policy  towards  student 
organizations,  the  elimination  of 
all  school  queens  and  kings, 
except  for  homecoming  and 
preference  and  new  school 
election  procedures  were  put  aside 
until  the  next  meeting.

Communist  Takeover  Threatened  For  19

Communists  have  set  1973  as 
their  major  target  date  for 
complete  takeover  of  the  United 
States,  Cleon  Skousen,  author  of 
“The  Naked  Communist,”  told 
hie  BYU  chapter  of  the  Young 
Americans  for  Freedom  last  week. 

Speaking  on  “The  Communist 
Challenge  to  the  Church  Today,” 
the  BYU  religion  instructor  also 
predicted  a “massive  propaganda 
assault’’  by  the  news  media 
against  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Skousen,  an  FBI  agent  between 
1934-1950,  said  the  1973  target 
date  was  revealed  in  intelligence 
reports  made  public  in  1959 
coming  out  of  England,  Canada 
and  the  United  States. 

These  reports  indicated  that  the 
1960s  were  to  be  “a  great  decade 
of  revolution  in  the  United 
States,”  he  added. 

He  said  a report  by  FBI 
Director  J.  Edgar  Hoover  warned 
that  this  revolution  was  to  be  run 
among  the  youth  “by  creating  a 
division  between  the  generation 
growing  up  and  the  generation 
then  running  the  country.” 

This  was  to  be  accomplished  by 
“taking  every  symbol  of  the  older 
generation  and  getting  the  youth 
to  take  the  very  opposite 
position,”  in  order  to  “get  the 
youth  feeling  independent  of  their 
parents”  and  to  “get  the  parents 
protesting.” 

Skousen  distributed  reprints  of 
an  article  in  the  “Daily  World,”  a 
Communist  newspaper  published 
in  New  York,  criticizing  the 
financial  holdings  of  the  Church. 

The  last  paragraph  of  the  article 
says,  “The  economic  and  political 
power  of  the  Mormon  hierarchy 
coincides  with  the  interest  of 
monopoly  capital  and  must  be 
fought  as  such.”  Skousen  said  the 
article  “is  a signal  to. the 
Communist  ‘transmission  belt’  to 
go  to  work.” 

“We  may  expect  to  see  the  press 
begin  a whole  series  of  reports  on 
all  types  of  subjects  related  to  the 


Church.  All  of  these  ‘reports’  will 
be  handled  in  a way  which  makes 
the  Church  look  rich, 
priest-ridden,  racist, 
super-authoritarian  and 
conservative  to  the  point  of  being 
archaically  reactionary.” 

He  said  that  although  this 
wasn’t  the  first  time  the  “Daily 
World”  had  run  articles  about  the 
Church,  “this  is  the  first  time 
they’ve  emphasized  the  things 
which  they  fear  the  most  . . . (the 
Church’s)  worldwide 
communications  network.” 

The  article  included  a diagram 
indicating  all  the  newspapers, 
radio  and  television  stations  in 
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which  the  Church 
interest,  including 
Angeles  Times.”  Skousc 
Church  owns  a 5 per  ce 
in  the  Times. 

Skousen  urged  st 
participate  in  “an 
program  of  informing 
and  doing  what  we  can 
those  things  which  are 
defending  freedo  Hr 

opposing,  with  int* 
reserve,  and  restr 
nevertheless  with  firmr 
forces  . . . unitin  I 
undermine  and  elimir  I 
things  which  we  h 
sacred.”
